October 23, 2020, through October 27, 2020, ten community testing events were held in the
neighborhoods in the Bayview-Hunters Point (District 10), Tenderloin (District 6), Mission (District 9),
Sunnydale (District 10), Portola (District 9), Excelsior (District 11), and OMI (Ocean View, Merced
Heights, Ingleside) (District 11).

October 23, 2020, through October 27, 2020, conducted field testing events at two skilled
nursing facilities (SNFs), two residential care facilities for the elderly (RCFEs), and five at the
County jail.

Outbreak management has engaged with four SNFs, six RCFEs, one SRO (Single Room
Occupancy), and one other facility.

Shasta County

Experiencing a critical shortage of surgical grade N95 masks.

Local hospital in need of Advancement of Medical Instrumentation (AAMI) Level 4 sterile
surgical gowns; unable to obtain due to national backorder. Utilizing contact tracers, case
investigators and skilled nursing facilities (SNF) staffing assistance from the State.

Staffing shortages continue to be a challenge; shortage of sitters and many nurses working 18-
hour shifts fo cover gaps. Beds closed due to lack of staffing. Continue to be on advisory; stroke,
STEMI, trauma treatment only.

MMCR received 500 3M 1860 reg N95s on October 23, 2020, fit testing 2,205+ as needed.

There are 36 active cases associated with congregate settings, including 25 residents and 11
staff; other cases under investigation.

In the last 14 days there have been approximately 30 cases associated with schools; majority
associated with K-12 schools; other cases under investigation.

Public Health lab runs all Tier 1 tests: On October 26, 2020, the Public Health Lab ran 12 tests from
Shasta County, three were positive.

Hospitals impacted by shortage of surgical grade N95s.

Hospitals experiencing staffing shortages and an increase in COVID-19 admits.

SRMC activated surge tent due to influx of COVID-19 positive and suspected patients.

MMCR experiencing staffing shortages, working on planning efforts if they reach a point of
needing to request more staff.
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
